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The President Speaks 


One by one the men who laid 
the foundations upon which we are 
building on College Hill are passing 
on to their rewards. Dr. William J. 
Swigart was in his ninetieth year 
when he passed away on November 
22nd, 19389. He had retired from 
active service in 1920 but for the 
forty years preceding this he had 
been a most familiar figure on the 
campus, in the chapel, in the class- 
room, and in the office of the 
treasurer. 

He is the last of that group of 
men who were the trustee-founders 
of the Brethren’s Normal College, 
now Juniata College. These men 
were: Dr. A. B. Brumbaugh, Elder 
H. B. Brumbaugh, Elder J. B. 
Brumbaugh, Professor J. M. Zuck, 
Elder James Quinter, and Elder 
W. J. Swigart. He was also one of 
another small group of men who 
after teaching all day would spend 
much of the night planning how the 
institution might live. Professor 
William Beery is the only one now 
remaining of that group which in- 
cluded Professors J. H. Brumbaugh,

The first catalogue of 
the institution makes 
this statement: “No 
attempt is made to en- 
force sectarian dogmas 
or doctrines, yet we have 
no sympathy with that 
system of education 
which confines its efforts 
to the training of the 
intellect.”’ This broad- 
minded emphasis upon 
the essential need for 
Christian education has 
been characteristic of 
the College from the be- 
ginning; and while pro- 
foundly loyal to his own 
church, this spirit ani- 
mated Professor Swi- 
gart always. Shortly 
before his death he re- 
ferred with much appre- 
ciation to the cordial 
spirit which he had al- 
ways recognized as ex- 
isting among the ministers of the 
Huntingdon churches. 


To the early students and grad- 
uates of the College his reading of 
the Scriptures and conducting of 
the chapel services were a vital 
part of their education, and his 
Sunday sermons were much appre- 
ciated by all students of the College. 
His teaching of elocution and Bible 
subjects enabled him to render a 
special contribution to those who 
were planning for the ministry, and 
this training has been valuable to 
many ministers and missionaries, 


some of whom finished their work ~ 


before him. 


At the commencement exercises 
of 1935 it was a personal pleasure 
to confer upon him at the behest 
of his colleagues on the Board of 
Trustees the honorary degree, Doc- 
tor of Divinity. In view of his 
long-time ministerial services and 
his teaching of the Bible this honor 
might well have been given him 
earlier as was attested by the many 
who commended this recognition. 


He loved the College ‘‘set in a 
thousand hills’? and he loved. the . 
thousand hills, lifting his hat always, 
it is said, when passing the peak we 
eall “Terrace.” He was an en- 
thusiastic fisherman and a. “fisher 
of men”’ equally earnest. The Col- 
lege to him always meant oppor- 
tunity for individual influence, and 
I personally am glad to testify to 
the beneficent result of kindness 
that is radiant after half a century, 
and to encouragement guided with 
prayer that has given strength for 
the responsibilities of later years. 
I can but repeat a thought I tried 
to express as we paid tribute to him 
in the Stone Church on his funeral 
day. The quiet influence of his 
Christian life, the forceful lessons 
of his faithful fruitful ministry and 
teaching have built something into 
the lives of those of us who knew 
him, and into the College and the 
Church he served that will long 
abide as a rich heritage for our 


world. 


There should be added to this 
tribute an additional word respect- 
ing the little woman who for fifty- 
seven years made her own contribu- 
tion to the life and work of Professor 
Swigart. She joined him on the 
other side only eleven days later. 
Her going emphasizes the fact too 
often overlooked, that it was not 
only a group of devoted men who 
were responsible for the founding 
of Juniata College, but that much 
of their inspiration and encourage- 
ment came from the consecrated 
women who built behind the Col- 
lege the values of the Christian 
home. The names of many of them 
will come back to those who will 
read these words. ‘The fragrance 
of their beautiful lives still lingers 
on College Hill though most of them 
now are at home in the Father’s 
house. They have built their lives 
into three worthy indispensable in- 
stitutions of our world—the church, 
the Christian home, and the Chris- 
tian college. May those of us who 
carry on prove worthy of the 
heritage they have left us.

When he retired from active college service in 1920 
he continued his vital interest in the progress of the institution and in the duties of 


his position as a trustee of the College.

The 1939 Juniata football season, 
disastrous though it was, was char- 
acterized by two encouraging fac- 
tors. For the first time since their 
14-7 victory in 1923, the Indians 
defeated their arch-rivals, the Drexel 
Institute eleven, 20-13. And a 
large number of under-classmen 


gained experience which should stand . 


them in good stead in coming sea- 
sons; at one time during the season 
there were seven freshmen playing 
the game for Juniata. 


Juniata opened her season quite 
auspiciously with a win from the 
Hartwick College eleven on the 
Iroquois’ own gridiron. The score 
was 7 to 6. 


A week later, the Indians brought 
home another scalp, this time de- 
feating Thiel in the game renewing 
athletic relations between the two 
schools, 13-6. 


Homecoming Day saw the In- 
dians go down again to defeat, this 
time to Washington College for the 
first time since the rivalry began in 
1937. The alert southern team dis- 
played a strong aerial attack and 
capitalized on several breaks to 
score two touchdowns, and their 
defense functioned to perfection as 
they blanked the Swartzmen for 
the first time during the season. 
The final score was 13-0.

Library Treasures 


Editor’s Note: The writer of this 
review, the young German lebrarian, 
Gerhard Friedrich, has spent more 
than six months in the college library 
identifying and annotating the Ger- 
man volumes and manuscripts. Most 
of these were presented to the college 
by the late president, Martin Grove 
Brumbaugh from the Abraham Cassel 
collection. 

Mr. Friedrich, a Quaker by farth, 
left Germany last March and came 
to Juniata under a grant from the 
Carl Schurz Memorial Foundation 
and the Oberlander Trust of Phila- 
delphia. The college 1s particularly 
indebted to Dr. Wilbur K. Thomas, 
the director of the Carl Schurz Foun- 
dation. 

The recent positive identification 
and verification of a priceless pre- 
Luther Bible in the Juniata College 
library, establishes the 62nd known 
existant edition of the rare two vol- 
ume Swiss Bible. The Juniata library 
is now the sixth in the United States 
to possess the Bible which belongs 
to the transition period between 
manuscript and movable type in the 
early days of printing; and Wilhelm 
Walther, an outstanding German 
bibliographer, describes it as the 
fifth of fourteen pre-Luther Bibles 
printed in High-German. Walther 
insists that it must have been 
printed somewhere in Switzerland, 
probably in Basel, about the year 
1474. Most recently it has been 
assigned to the press of Johann 
Sensenschmidt in Nuremberg, be- 
tween 1475 and 1478. Even though 
the Bible is known as the Swiss 
Bible or “Schweizer Bibel,’’ it does 
not contain any Swiss expressions, 
but the High German text has been 
adapted to the Swiss dialect pho- 
netically. 


The text is arranged in two 
columns, with 57 lines to a column, 
in most cases. There are many 
irregularities in spelling and numer- 
ation. All capital letters are partly 
or entirely done by hand, and at 
the beginning of each Psalm the 
first words are given both in Latin 
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and German. The woodcut initials 
are remarkably well executed. Moses 
is pictured with horns because of an 
old misinterpretation in the second 
book of Moses, Chapter 34, Verse 
30. In the Hebrew language the 
word “horn” does frequently mean 
a beam of light. 

Among the watermarks, carefully 
placed in the middle of many pages, 
there is one which presents the head 
of an ox, with a daisy on a high stem 
between its horns. The fly-leaves 
show dimly the three wise men from 
the East, with crowns and a six- 
pointed star in the heavens. The 
Juniata copy of the 464 year old 
Bible contains a printed ‘‘ex-libris’”’ 
on the inside front cover of both vol- 
umes bearing the name of Matthias 
Jacob Adam Steiner. Dr. Steiner, 
who was minister of St. Ulrich’s 
Cathedral, Augsburg, from 1783 to 
1796, owned a large collection of 
Bibles. 

Although a few leaves are lacking 
at the beginning and at the end, the 
copy in the library of Juniata Col- 
lege is otherwise well preserved. 
Of the 61 copies of the Swiss Bible 
located during a recent survey only 
five are owned by institutions in 
this country. These are: The New 
York Public Library, The Union 
Theological Seminary, New York 
City; The Notre Dame University 
Library, The Huntington Library, 
San Marino, California, and the 
Library of Congress, Washington, 
D. C. To this list is now added the 
Library of Juniata College.
